YEARS AFTER 

Ten years have passed since those por- 
tentous March days when the imperial dy- 
nasty of Russia was overturned with a 
shock that was felt around the world. Ke 
rensky,; the prime mover of that revolt, i« 
now a refugee in this country. The Rus 
sian Liberals, responsible for that coup 
d'etat, were unequal to the task of organ- 
izing and maintaining a stable government. 
They are all scattered or dead. Their im- 
mediate successors, the leaders of the Bol- 
shevist group that overthrew the Kerensky 
government in turn, have, with one or two 
exceptions, suffered a similar fate. 

When the Czar fell civilization fell & 
Russia; and the events of the last ten years 
have demonstrated anew the historical the- 
orem that a bed government is always pref- 
erable to the absence of government. 

Kerensky and his coworkers destroyed 
monarchy; the Bolsheviki destroyed capi- 
talism and culture. With monarchy went 
organized government; with capitalism went 
production and distribution in the forms 
that are necessary to organized society; 
with cultdre went science, art, literature, 
religion, honor and morals. All that re 


Life in the industrial communities of Rus 
sia has since been a nightmare. There the 
Bolsheviki have been and are in control. 
They attempted to organize a government 
after the principles of Marxist Comm 
nism. But the Marxist 


im the Shadows” contains a repudiation 
— reservation of Marz and his theo 
Lenin was a man of brain, but no heart. 
He experimented on different social and 
economic forms to replace capitalism. Each 
experiment cost 10,000,000 Russian lives and 
each experiment proved equally unworkable. 
He died im the midst of his experiments; 
and the peasants who remained on the land 
while these experiments were being carried 
on ip the industrial communities now have 
contro] of the government and are return- 
ing to capitalistic forms of production and 
distribution. 

Capital in organized society represents 
the accunulated savings of generations, the 
excess of production over consumption. Ex- 
Mug capital is as disastrous to the life of 
organized society as opening the arteries 
of the body and expelling the blood. Ruse 
sia is now crying to the rest of the world 
for blood transfusion; but this will be fn- 
tile until the severed arteries are stitched 
together again. 

The restoration of Russia is dependent on 
the restoration of some form of the capital- 
ist system, the system that the revolution 
destroyed. For ten years Lenin and his 
successors experimented with substitutes 
and all have failed; for capital is the gaso- 
line in the social tank, and without it the 
social machine will only run downhill, - 
And the road to Russian chaos was paved 
by the good intentions of Kerensky and bis 
Liberal associates. They were talkers, but 
not doers, political dilettantes. They found 
for contented fools in the old regime causes 
for discontent; secured their co-operation 
in pulling down the house of their fathers. 
The imperial government was engaged with 
its allies in a desperate struggle against 
the central powers. The defenders of the 
throne were at the front; and these dilet- 
tante Liberalists behind the lines chose this 
as the propitious moment to strike. They 
overthrew the monarchy, and with the mon- 
archy civilization in Russia fell. 

At the time when every patriot in Russia 
was Offering bis life as a sacrifice on the 
altar of the fatherland they fomented revo- 
lution within. Tieir intentions may have 
been laudable, but they chose the one time 
when discord should have been forgotten, 
the one time when revolution conld bring 
to their country the greatest disaster, when 
it might destroy the civilization of all Bu- 
rope. 

When they turned against the revolution 
it was too late. They had dynamited the 
dam and were carried away with the rest 
by the angry waters. The Western World 
has sympathy for the Russian masses, for 
those. who have suffered without being in 
any way responsible for the disaster. But 
they view the plight of Kerensky and his 
Liberal group with politely veiled indiffer- 
ence. They were weaklings, children rap 
ping with their little hammers percussion 
caps of giant sticks of dynamite.

been a great increase in public school at- 
tendance. There are now 5659 schools and 
547,648 pupils. 

The c.astructive social and economic 
legislation since 1922 has been distinctly ad- 
vantageous to the poorer classes. For one 
thing, the bousing shortage, acute three 
years ago, has been met by the government 
erecting hundreds of dwellings and renting 
them to laborers. Rents in arrears prior 
to 1920 have been remitted, and all arrears 
since that year have been discounted 25 
per cent. While this would look to some 
economists like paternalism in the one case 
and repudiation in the other, a majority of 
the legislators agreed that these steps were 
necessary. 

Free State citizens are to be congratulated 
on the healthy condition of their trade 
with other countries. Their per capita for- 
eign trade is more than that of Norway, 
Austria or the Netherlands, a little leas 
than Great Britain and double that of the 
United States. — 

Early fallure to balance the budget of 
the Free State was pointed to by those - 
imical to the Irish as proof of their incom- 
petence to manage their own civic affairs. 
This was a wrong conclusion. Some of the 
greatest financia] concerns in the country 
are successfully directed by men of Gaelic 
blood, and the financial ability of the Free 
State's government has been fully show» 
since the parlous first years of its existence. 
The budget of 1925-26 was easily balanced. 
While in former fiscal years the deficit was 
from £1,700,000 to £16,000,000, the surplus 
last year was more than £4,000,000. The 
unfavorable balance of trade is being greatly 
reduced from year to year, being coal 
23,000,000 last year, as compared with 
2E 18,000, 0% tn 1925. 

In many other ways conditions in the 
Free State are improving. It is encouraging 
to note that the country is on the way to 
economic stability, while culturally there is 
no doubting ite rapid growth. 


9 CRIME 
The statement has been made that the 
National Crime Commission cut to the very 


core of the crime problem when it drafted 
a law aimed to stop the easy purchase of 
firearms, gun silencers, poison gases, and 
other weapons of modern ban itry. Every 
State in the Union will be asked to adopt 
the law, or the equivalent of it. The plan 
of the law is to prevent criminals from 
possessing dangerous weapons with which 
to ply their trades at the expense of honest 
citizens. It is complete in every detall, even 
to the taking of fingerprints from all per- 
sons to whom permits for buying and carry- 
ing guns are issued. When the law is unt 
versally adopted, the fingerprint will be 
come the successor of the ancient coat-of- 
arms. 

If the gun-toting business can actually 
be controlled, the danger to life and limb 
will be all but eliminated. There are two 
cores to the crime problem, however, and 
the gun question may be the more simply 
solved. The crime wave is energized by 
two modern instruments—the deadly pistol 
and the swift motor car. Honest people re- 
quire no firearms and to remove the gun- 
toting danger the people need only enforce 
a general disarmament, but honest people 
do require automobiles and no one bas yet 
conceived a method of giving free use of 
motor cars to honest citizens while taking 
them away from persons of criminal tend- 
encies. 

Even if known criminals with records 
against them were refused drivers’ licenses 
and owners’ certificates they would still 
drive stolen automobiles without licenses 
and continue to break and enter and speed
